He  was  also  one  of  the  Directors,  and  for 
u  time  acting  President  of  the  Mer¬ 
chants'  anil  Mannfactnrere’NationnI  Bank 
of  New-York,  and  also  n  Director  in  a 
savings  hank  in  Newark.  Although  not 
a  professed  Christian,  he  was  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustee*  of  the  South 
Park  Presbyterian  Church  and  a  regular 
attendant  at  the  fionric-M.  He  was  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Treasurer,  as  well  as  the  princi¬ 
pal  stockholder,  in  the  Newark  Tea  Tray 
Company,  which  had  lately  becomo  in¬ 
volved  in  serious  difficulties.

— On  Tnse- 
day,  the  remains  of  Joseph  GmbortI  were 
interved  iu  the  Roman  Catholic  cemetery 
of  MQDtreai,  aud  it  is  now  confidently^ 
hoped  that  the  famous  Guibord  trouble 
is  at  an  end  forever.  The  burial  was  in 
every  way  a  civil  one,  the  first  of  the  kind 
that  has  ever  occurred  in  a  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  cemetery  in  Canada.  Barrel  after 
bar rnl  of  cement  prepared  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  was  poured  »pon  the  coffin.  Then 
iron  clippings  and  filings  were  thrown 
in  to  render  the  mass  solid  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  drilling  More  cement  was  then 
poured  id.  Through  it  stiips  of  iron 
were  interlaced,  forming  a  net  work  about 
the  coffin.  The  whole  mass  was  covered 
hy  a  layer  of  broken  stones  and  then 
by  eight  inches  of  cement  Above  this 
the  earth  formed  a  mound  some  two  faet 
high.  During  the  time  which  it  took  to 
do  this  work  tbe  crowd  stood  about  sil¬ 
ent  and  almost  motionless,  but  just  as  the 
last  shovelful  of  earth  was  being  thrown 
on  the  mound  a  wildeved  young  man 
forced  his  way  through  tbe  line  of  Police,  * 
and.  going  up  to  the  grave,  he  uneovroed  J , 
his  head  and  in  French  said,  with  great 
emotion  :  “He  was  my  master.  I  am  a  1 
printer.  He  taught  me  my  trade  and  I  j 
will  make  tbe  sign  of  tbe  cross  for  him — 
for  Joseph  GaJbord."  He  then  crossed 
himself  and  quietly  left  tbe  inclosure. 

He  was  not  molested  as  he  passed  through 
the  crowd.  On  8nnday  next,  according 
to  the  present  arrangements.  Bishop 
lfourget  will  curse  the  grave  which  was 
made  with  so  much  trouble  and  after  so 
much  litigation.
